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FM 544 Bids Sought

Bids on the widening of FM 544 will 
be taken at IO a m. on Dec. 14, the City 
Council agreed Monday night. 
The long-awaited improvements to 
the m ajor thoroughfare will begin 
early in 1977. Ross Jacobs of Shimek, 
Rom ing, 
Jacobs 
and 
Finklea 
estimated that costs would run about 
$1.1 million. 
Plans call for the roadway to be 
widened to four lanes (24 feet) from 
Westwood Dr. to Independence Pkwy, 
with the m ajor intersections at Custer 
Rd. and Independence to be built to 
the ultim ate width—six lanes. 
The project has been made possible 
by a unique agreement with the state 
highway department. The city agreed 
to build the thoroughfare in reduced 
scope with bond funds in return for the 
state’s promise that FM 544 would be 
widened to six lanes and extended to 
Coit Rd. at state expense. Funds 
expended by the city now will be 
credited to Plano’s share of the costs 
of the extension. 
Council members also heard a 
request from Dale Williamson, local 
m anager of Lone Star Gas Co., for an 
additional $330,330 in revenues which 
would, he said, bring the company’s 
rate of return to eight percent. 
The gas official 
reminded 
the 
council that Lone Star was paying an 
average $1.0399 for natural gas at the 
time of the last rate increase. That 
cost has now risen to $1.3488 for an 
increase of 30.89 cents per thousand 
cubic feet (Mcf), he said. 
U nder a R ailroad Com m ission 
order the company is forced to absorb 
15 percent of the cost of gas above a 
base price of 72 cents. Williamson said 
the unrecovered costs have affected 
the com pany’s 
position 
in 
the 
marketplace. 
“ Lone Star Gas can no longer bid 
competitively for gas,” he stressed. 
“ In 
1974 
the 
gas 
purchased 
represented 80 percent of the amount 
sold and in 1975 only 65 percent of that 
sold. With the continuation of less than 
IOO percent replacement, the com­ 
pany is looking at year-round cur­ 
tailm ents.” 
Howard Robinson asked the council 
to turn down the company’s request 
which would add about $2.15 per 
month (based on eight Mcf) to the 
av erage bill. A greeing th at the 
company has problems, he suggested 
that Lone Star solve them in the 
courts. 


City Gives Go-Ahead 
On Widening Project 


"They are not in bankruptcy,” he 
reminded “ They are surviving. They 
are not absorbing the costs as ordered 
by the Railroad Commission—they 
get it in the rate increase.” 
Robinson recommended that Lone 
Star sue Coastal States for not 
honoring contracts for the purchase of 
gas and the Railroad Commission for 
allowing Coastal States to avoid its 
contracts. 
The public hearing on the rate in­ 
crease was recessed until the coun­ 


cil’s committee and consultant on the 
m atter can make a recommendation 
Written testimony will be accepted 
until 
Nov. 
15 
at 
the 
Municipal 
Building 
In a related m atter, the council 
suspended the proposed rates from 
going into operation on Nov 15. Lone 
Star will now be forced to wait 120 
days beyond that date before im 
plementing the rates. It is expected 
that there will be ample time for a 
council ruling on the proposal before 


the time limit expires 
The council also approved the 
concept of serving the Russell Basin 
through the Brown Branch sewer line 
Bill Parsons of Cambridge Companies 
said his company is prepared to pay 
the initial costs of such a proposal for 
the promise that the repayment of 
oversize will be placed before the 
voters at the next bond election 
The 3500 acre basin would normally 
be served by the Rowlett trunk, but 
the 
latter 
is 
a 
flood 
plain 
line which is about IO to 15 years 
away It is expected that the North 
Texas Municipal Water District will 
assume reeponsibility for the line 
since it would be a regional facility 
Much of the flow into the line would be 
from western Allen

New Tax Rate Okayed 


Commissioners Approve 93-Cent Rate 


After 
the confusion 
and

caused by computer errors on the 
county tax roll, the Collin County 
Commissioners

unanimously adopted a revised tax 
levy of 93 cents per $100 valuation on 
county residents. 


Along with the revised tax levy 
came approval of five amendments to

The commissioners voted to delay 


implentation of salary and expense 
allowance increases until Dec. I. and 
also agreed to delay hiring of new 
personnel until Jan. I. They voted to 


reduce appropriations for libraries in 
the county by $4,200 to $13,800, and to 
reduce 
appropriations 
for 
professional services by $15,000 to 
$27,500. 


The sole increase was to raise the 
appropriation for the Child Welfare 
Dept, from $15,289 to $20,000. 
The commissioners also canvassed 


returns from the Nov. 2 General 
Election and unanimously approved 
the relults, then approved the ap­ 
pointment of Elizabeth J. Gray as a 
civil clerk in the Sheriff’s Dept.

Up against a wall 
with a tapestry

Polly's Problem 


DEAR POLLY - What is the best way to hang a rug 
or tapestry type picture on the wall? How does one 
prepare it for hanging, so it will be smooth and straight? 
Any suggestions will be greatly appreciated. - 
MARIAN 
DEAR MARIAN — Hand stitch a casing of sturdy cot­ 
ton to the back at both top and bottom. Run a strong 
dowel stick or curtain rod through the bottom casing to 
hold it down smooth and straight. The top could have 
some sort of stick or rod that would be invisible from 
the front and then the stick be hooked over two or three 
nails or hooks put in the wall. A slit or two in the casing 
will allow a firm grip over the hook or nail. Some prefer 
using a decorative brass or black iron pole with end 
brackets that will fit into matching wall brackets. These 
can be seen and purchased in m ost drapery 
departments. 
Blocking of the piece may be necessary before hang­ 
ing. It may be out of shape, particularly if you have 
made it yourself. Very large pieces can often be blocked 
on curtain stretchers, but do be sure the nails are rust­ 
proof. Lay the tapestry upside down on the protected 
floor, then holding the steam iron over the back, pull 
gently into shape and leaving to dry. This may be suf­ 
ficient, too. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — When delivering a cream pie with 
meringue on the top to a social, rub waxed paper with 
margarine and then put the paper over the top. This keeps the 
meringue from sticking or pulling off when the waxed paper is 
removed — ELIZABETH 
DEAR POLLY — I always used to have trouble with the cap 
on a glue bottle sticking tight. It was almost impossible to use 
again. Now, after each use, I put a little petroleum jelly 
around the top of the bottle and then put the cap on tightly. It 
does not stick This also works on other things that are put in 
bottles and stick lightly — CARRIE. 
DEAR POLLY — When I transplant house plants, par­ 
ticularly African violets. I Uke to mark them and make my 
markers out of those foam trays that meat comes in. I cut 
pieces about four inches long and an inch wide and make a 
point on the end that goes in the dirt. I mark the date planted 
and the variety on each marker with a permanent ink. 
Today I planted eleven varieties and marked them all, so I 
know which is which When I give one to a friend she knows 
what she is getting. — WANDA 
DEAR POLLY — When making those rice and puffed wheat 
bars from the recipe found on the box, I add a few nuts and 
some honey to the recipe Then I save time and space by refill­ 
ing the empty box with the mixture. I have a nice square that 
can be sliced as needed — MRS. V.M.K.

Country singer Kent 
Findlay figures he ll never 
make it big as a law-abiding 
citizen He needs to go to jail 
But all he gets for his ef 
forts to polish up his outlaw 
image is continued freedom 
He turned rowdy at the 
fam ed 
T erlingua 
chili 
cooking contest upon lear 
ning the ghost town’s new 
owner hired extra security 
guards to keep peace among 
brawling cowboys 
No luck He just couldn't 
get busted 
Findlay, a song writer and 
co-ow ner 
of 
an 
old 
warehouse converted to a 
dance hall, com plains his 
lack of a prison record is 
keeping him from becoming 
a star 
He said he is so concerned 
about his clean record he 
even wrote a song about it 
‘ I’ve never rustled goats, 
got on dope or stole a car.

F indlay noted that country

“The 
Plastic Girl." might help get 
him jailed, but it failed, too.

One side of the recording

Welsh housew ife Iverson 
calls “Jane Evans ”

an American nun who died in 
1920, an 18th century sewing 
girl in the London of Queen 
Anne,

in 
12th 
century York 
Her other previous “lives ’ 
happened to brush those of 
C onstantine 
the 
G reat 
Henry VHI, Ferdinand and 
Isabella of Spain, Catherine 
of Aragon and a 15th century 
French m erchant nam ed 
Jacques Coeur 
Awake, Jane Evans had 
never heard of Jacques 
( oeur She has never been in 
his part of France and knows 
nothing of m edieval life 
there 
Yet 
Iverson used 
her 
recorded “ m emories” as an 
accurate guide when visiting 
Coeur s still-standing house 
He 
found 
her 
every 
reference to prominent 15th 
century 
French 
p e r­ 
sonalities to be precisely 
accurate, and her know ledge 
of “ many different levels” of 
m edieval 
French 
life 
complete 
In her “regression” as a 


Jewess killed in the York 
m assacre. Mrs 
Evans re­ 
lived her own murder in the 
basement of a church None 
of York's surviving ancient 
churches has a crypt or 
basement 
With Prof Barrie Dobson of 
the U niversity of York. 
Iverson 
pinpointed 
the 
church 
she 
apparently 
described, although Mrs 
Evans has never been in 
York 
Six m onths later. 
Dobson wrote him that “a 
workman accidentally found 
something that 
seems 
to 
have been a crypt — very 
rare in York — under the 
chancel of that church." 
Iverson persuaded Mrs 
Evans to be hypnotized 
again for the television 
documentary cam eras 
After an interval of more 
than 
five 
years 
she 
reiterated, with only minor 
differences, the com plex 
outlines of two of the original 
Bloxham tapes.” he said 
M r s . 
E v a n s ' 
“regressions” were unusual 
in recalling famous people 
and noteworthy events Most 
of the “ liv es” Bloxham 


uncovered are sheer tedium 
"Most of my tapes are of 
deadly dull, ordinary people 
who have lived and died. 
having done nothing whatso­ 
ever." he said 
Yet all of them, under 
hypnosis, spoke as if they 
were actually living in the 
periods and situations they 
described 
Each had “total belief in 
the reality of the events 
unfolding in the m ind." 
Iverson said They spoke in 
different 
personalities, 
different vocabularies, had 
different attitudes. 
One subject fully identified 
in 
the 
book 
is 
Graham 
Huxtable of Swansea 
He 
"doesn't 
believe in 
rein­ 
carnation. has never been to 
sea. never served in the navy 
nor had any interest in the 
topic ” 
Yet 
under 
hypnosis 
Huxtable 
“ b ecam e” 
a 
seaman aboard a 
British 
frigate two centuries ago. 
His voice changed, he used 
archaic naval slang, spoke in 
terms alien lo himself and to 
modern times 
In a chilling passage he re­ 


experiences a battle where a 
cannon ball shoots off his 
leg. His tape so intrigued 
Prince Philip and his uncle, 
Lord Mountbatten, that they 
had top Admiralty historians 
investigate it. They found no 
discrepancy, but no final 
proof 
Iverson also recounts in 
detail the “ regression" of a 
north-of-England 
surveyor 
who ‘ becam e” a 
“ 17th 
century undercover agent” 
on the southwest coast This 
spy “earned his living in­ 
forming on smugglers and 
getting 
them 
hanged.” 
Awake, he had no idea such a 
profession ever existed 
Iverson said some of Blox­ 
ham s subjects recalled “as 
many as 14 quite separate 
existences.” One lived in the 
Stone Age Another was an 
eye witness to the Great Fire 
of London in 1666. 
Magnusson. Iverson and 
the experts who heard the 
tapes unanimously ruled out 
any question of fraud or 
hoax. 
None was totally 
convinced that the tapes

was a reality But Iverson 
concluded that “ Bloxham’s
